Applicant elects species I as shown ip Figs. 1 and 2. 
the claims readable on species I are believed to be claims 
8, 12 and 13. 


Applicant's agent does not understand; why Fig. 4 is 
with Figs. 1 and 2 in species I and Figi. 3 is not. The 
sihbwn 1n Figs. 1 and 2 has a top member with a cylindrical 
receiving the free end of a stub shaft; and a counter bore 
utrBc with the cylindrical bore.
